tric lights in your home at that time 
the lights will be made by current 
from your own plant and what you 
pay for current will be paid toward 
the operation of your own plant. 


providing, of course, 
the election 


on the question of issuing bonds to 
pay for the electric plant, called for 
Spetember 7th, is carried, and it will 
be absolutely necessary for this elec- 
tion to carry if New Smyrna is to 
have electric lights this winter. 


By action of the city council at a 


meeting held Monday night for the 
purpose, the necessary electrical ma- 
•chinery and engines were purchased 
to establish a municipal plant, the 
foundations 
and building will be 


made ready by the time the machinery 
arrives, the wires are all ready to con- 
nect up and the current will be turned 
on as soon as the machinery can be 
properly installed. 
The service will 


be continuous and lights and power 
will be furnished during the day as 
•well as at night. 


At the council meeting Monday 


• -night the proposal of the Fairbanks, 


Morse company to furnish a 150 h. p. 
•engine direct connected to a 125 k. v. 
a., which will develop about 92 k. w., 
was accepted and the first payment 
•flfi the equipment was made. 
It is 


stated by the representatives of the 
company that shipment of the ma- 
chinery will be made from the factory 
at Beloit, Wisconsin, in about three 
weeks. 
Allowing one week for the 


shipment to come through to New 
Smyrna, the outfit should be here in 
about a month. Providing the founda- 
tiojis and building are ready when 
the machinery arrives it will take 
about three weeks to get it installed, 
and allowing another week for good 
measure the plant should be ready 
for operation in abwrt 60 days. 


The machinery is to cost a little 


over 
$15,000 with freight paid to 


New Smyrna. The building to be used 
is the brick building erected several 
years ago on the city property just 
back of the New Smyrna Public Ser- 
vice company's plant for the purpose 
housing the two big steam pumps 
purchased at that time for the pur- 
pose of pumping the city water from 
the big reservoir into the high tank. 
The building is large enough as it 
stands to .house one unit without any 
alterations or changes, other than the 
building of the 
proper foundation, 


which will cost in the neighborhood 
of $1,000 to $1,200. 


With the adding of another unit 


it will be necessary to enlarge the 
building by moving over one wall. 


At the same time the council made 


the purchase of the engine and elec- 
trical unit it also placed an order foi 
a second unit of the same size, which 
will be shipped in about six weeks 
will arrive here about October 15tt 
and will be installed and ready for 
use about the first of November. This 
will give the city parallel units and 
with no interruption of continuous 
service during the 24 hours.

on your electric lights about October 
16th, possibly a little earlier than 
that, according to present indications. 


And when you do turn on the elec- 


tric lights in your home at that time 
the lights will be made by current 
from your own plant and what you 
pay for current will be paid toward 
the operation of your own plant. 


providing, of course, 
the election 


on the question of issuing bonds to 
pay for the electric plant, called for 
Spetember 7th, is carried, and it will 
be absolutely necessary for this elec- 
tion to carry if New Smyrna is to 
have electric lights this winter. 


By action of the city council at a 


meeting held Monday night for the 
purpose, the necessary electrical ma- 
chinery and engines were purchased 
to establish a municipal plant, the 
foundations 
and building will be 


made ready by the time the machinery 
arrives, the wires are all ready to con- 
nect up and the current will be turned 
on as soon as the machinery can be 
properly installed. 
The service will 


be continuous and lights and power 
will be furnished during the day as 
•well as at night. 


At the council meeting Monday 


• -night the proposal of the Fairbanks, 


Morse company to furnish a 150 h. p. 
•engine direct connected to a 125 k. v. 
a., which will develop about 92 k. w., 
was accepted and the first payment 
•flfi the equipment was made. 
It is 


stated by the representatives of the 
company that shipment of the ma- 
chinery will be made from the factory 
at Beloit, Wisconsin, in about three 
weeks. 
Allowing one week for the 


shipment to come through to New 
Smyrna, the outfit should be here in 
about a month. Providing the founda- 
tiojis and building are ready when 
the machinery arrives it will take 
about three weeks to get it installed, 
and allowing another week for good 
measure the plant should be ready 
for operation in abeBt 60 daye. 


The machinery is to cost a little 


over 
$15,000 with freight paid to 


New Smyrna. The building to be used 
is the brick building erected several 
years ago on the city property just 
back of the New Smyrna Public Ser- 
vice company's plant for the purpose 
housing the two big steam pumps 
purchased at that time for the pur- 
pose of pumping the city water from 
the big reservoir into the high tank. 
The building is large enough as it 
stands to .house one unit without any 
alterations or changes, other than the 
building of the proper foundation, 
which will cost in the neighborhood 
of $1,000 to $1,200. 


With the adding of another unit 


it will be necessary to enlarge the 
building by moving over one wall. 


At the same time the council made 


the purchase of the engine and elec- 
trical unit it also placed an order for 
a second unit of the same size, which 
will be shipped in about six weeks 
will arrive here about October 15th 
and will be installed and ready for 
use about the first of November. This 
will give the city parallel units and 
with no interruption of continuous 
service during the 24 hours.

the coming winter season, the matter 
is now definitely settled, and the elec- 
tric lights will be supplied with the 
city's own plant. The machinery is 
new, it is fully guaranteed by the 
Fairbanks, Morse company, the city 
will have 24 hours service and the 
residents will be relieved from the 
present situation of no lights and will 
not have to contend with the abomin- 
able service of the New Smyrna Pub- 
lic Service company up to the time 
that plant went to pieces.

10 cents per kilowat at the mill With 
a 10 per cent line loss in getting the 
current from the mill to the city, this 
| would make the current cost the city 
11 cents per kilowat by the 'time it 
reached the city's wives and with a 
20 per cent line loss it would cost the 
city 12 cents per kilowat before be- 
ginning the distribution to customers. 
No action on the proposition was 
taken as the council considered the 
rate too high.

SHAFT IS WELL PROTECTED 


Washington Monument Made Immune 


From Lightning by Scheme That 


Has Proved Its Worth. 


The apex of the Washington monu- 


ment is surrounded 
with parallel 


muds. The bands are studded with 
[olden points. The bands are made of 
fold-plated iron a foot 
wide, and 
ie points are spaced a foot from one 
another. 


According to the original plan of 


the monument It was protected from 
lightning by an aluminum tip that was 
connected with the metal framework 
af the elevator. During the very first 
summer after the monument was com- 
pleted, however, It was struck twice, 
ind a piece of stone was chipped from 
tbe top. 


Experts from all the scientific de- 


partments »f the government were 
called on to contrive a plan tot the 
better protection of the'shaft. They 
(greed on a number of iron bands, 
ieayliy galvanized and gold plated, to 
prevent rusting. 


The hands are connected with the 


aluminum point of the monument, and 
the framework of the elevator, and at 
the btse iron cables lead the electric- 
ity into a deep well, where It hann- 
iwsly expends its force. The protec- 
tion has proved to be perfect.

a 10 per cent line loss in getting the

20 per cent line loss it would cost the 
city 12 cents per kilowat before be- 
ginning the distribution to customers. 
No action on the proposition was 
taken as the council considered the 
rate too high.

Writer Condemns Old-Fashioned Idei 
, of Repression and Stern Punish,

It seems to me a great mistake to 


"live down to" children. 
They are

ng to deep and fine thoughts and feel- 
ings. Never from the first did we criti- 
•Ize or humiliate our boys In any way. 
We gave them credit always for the high 
and right motive, and suspended jndg- 
nent till they bad told their side. But 
f they were wrong they were not pun- 
shed. The fact that they bad fallen 
>elow what had been expected of them 
was punishment enough. 
A certain 


standard of conduct was thus estab- 
ished that they longed always to real- 
ze. They were able, even then, to see 
he beauty of certain qualities and the 
ugliness of others. It was lovely to 
see them trying to conform tt> the hab- 


in the household, of unfailing 


courtesy and unselfishness and re- 
straint. They often failed. They often 
showed their temper. But they grew 
:o be more and more ashamed of their 
'allures. 


Character cannot be built from the 


outside. Coercion does not make for 
strength—only for compliance. That, 
t seems to me, Is the great mistake 
some parents make. They exact obedi- 
ence when they should instill prlnci- 
>Ie. Inspire! That is the better word. 
Then the child will have an inner 
ight to guide him, a compass to steer 
lim to a certain go:il.

SHAFT IS WELL PROTECTED 


Washington Monument Made Immune 


From Lightning by Scheme That 


Has Proved Its Worth. 


The apex of the Washington monu- 


ment is surrounded 
with parallel 


muds. The bands are studded with 
[olden points. The bands are made of 
fold-plated iron a foot 
wide, and 
ie points are spaced a foot from one 
another. 


According to the original plan of 


the monument It was protected from 
lightning by an aluminum tip that was 
connected with the metal framework 
af the elevator. During the very first 
summer after the monument was com- 
pleted, however, It was struck twice, 
ind a piece of stone was chipped from 
tbe top. 


Experts from all the scientific de- 


partments »f the government were 
called on to contrive a plan tot the 
better protection of the'shaft. They 
(greed on a number of iron bands, 
ieayliy galvanized and gold plated, to 
prevent rusting. 


The hands are connected with the 


aluminum point of the monument, and 
the framework of the elevator, and at 
the btse iron cables lead the electric- 
ity into a deep well, where It hann- 
iwsly expends its force. The protec- 
tion has proved to be perfect.
